Moines. Ida Grove secured first place, West High second 



Alderman of Marion proved North High's downfall 
for third place. He was the only athlete who won anything for Marion 
High, yet his prowess in the events that he did win secured his school fifteen 
points. North High secured nine. Capital Park was fifth with seven ponts 
to her credit. 

In the preliminaries, Hunter won in a 220 yard hurdle race and McCreight 
placed in one of the same events. In the finals McCreight failed to olace 
while Hunier gained second.
